Part 97 of the Code of Federal Regulations regulates the use of Amateur Radio. 


Excerpt Part 97 Rules of the Amateur Radio Service 
CFR Title 47: Telecommunication 

Subpart A—General Provisions 

§97.1 Basis and purpose. 

Updated January 16, 2024 


The rules and regulations in this part are designed to provide an amateur 
radio service having a fundamental purpose as expressed in the following 
principles: 


(a) Recognition and enhancement of the value of the amateur service to 
the public as a voluntary noncommercial communication service, 


particularly with respect to providing emergency communications 
(emphasis added). 


(b) Continuation and extension of the amateur's proven ability to 
contribute to the advancement of the radio art. 


(c) Encouragement and improvement of the amateur service through rules 
which provide for advancing skills in both the communication and technical 
phases of the art. 


(d) Expansion of the existing reservoir within the amateur radio service of 
trained operators, technicians, and electronics experts. 


(e) Continuation and extension of the amateur's unique ability to enhance 
international goodwill. 


As you can see, the very first rule speaks to the use of amateur radio as a means 
of community service, especially in times of an emergency. Please consider 
volunteering to work at one of the club’s events. It is not difficult, and you will 
have fun and will be serving the community. 


The board has been making plans for the annual Christmas dinner held at the 
December meeting (December 10, 2024). The catered dinner will be at our 
regular meeting location, the Turlock Salvation Army. The menu will consist of 
Chicken Parmesan and pasta, salad, green beans, assorted bread, a dessert of 
gingerbread cake and coffee and water to drink.

The ARRL Amateur Radio Emergency Service® ARES® (www.arrl.org/ares) consists 
of hams who have voluntarily registered their qualifications and equipment with 
their local ARES leadership for communications duty in the public service when 
disaster strikes. They use their training, skills, and equipment to prepare for and 
provide communications during emergencies When All Else Fails®.
